Much has been written about the 
consequences of this historic rulin 
tor the greatest clubs hut not muc 
attention has been paid to the effect 
on the smaller clubs, like our own. 

several effects have been identi- 
fied at the Wanderers already. 

Combined with the vast sums of tel- 

evision money due to he paid to 

Premiership clubs starting next sea- 

son, the changes in the market place 

for players for Division Two clubs is 
bound to be significant. 

Before Bosman, the wealthy Eng- 
lish clubs had already started look- 
ing at the best бабай European 
players. 

Spurs found that they could 
attract Klinsmen, Leeds a certain 
Frenchman, etc. Alan Sugar has 
described some of the foreign play- 
ers as "transitory mercenaries”. 

In other words, if the wages arc 
high enough then many of the hest 
EU national players will come to 
play in the premiership. 

There are no legal problems as no 
work permits are required. The cash

paid to the foreign selling club as å 
transfer fec is money that only å few 
vears previously would have found 
its way down to the smaller clubs in 
England. 

n fact, the problem is now so 

great that there are virtually no 
players being transfered from Divi- 
sion Two or three clubs direct to the 
Premiership. Why has this sad state 
of affairs come about? 
. Well, it is simple. In mainland 
European countries when a player 
comes Lo the end of his contract he 
Is ey free to leave his club. 

At the present time in the UK, a 
player is not free to leave, as long as 
his club has offered a new contract 
on terms at least as beneficial as the 
old contract. 

The difference seems trivial but is 
the crux of the problem for small 
Nationwide League clubs, 

The foreign player is available at 
the end of his contract on a free 
transfer, the UK player is not. It is 
not difficult to see why clubs like 
West Ham and Derby, who have 
limited budgets, sign talented non- 
nationals on a free transfer.

It must have seemed like Christ- 
mas for these clubs! It might have 
been, except for the players agents, 
who quite reasonably argued that as 
his clients last club could not 
demand a transfer fee then some of 
that ‘saving’ would be paid to the 
player by way of a signing on fee and 
very high wages. 

You may ask why all of this has 
må such a negative effect on vour 
club, 

Well the wealthy clubs found that 
they had an excess of players. Some 
of these worthy and talented profes- 
sionals found themselves without à 
game and im order to display their 
skills they were prepared to play for 
Division One clubs, on similar per- 
sonal terms of course. 

The Division One clubs in turn 
found that they then also had a few 
good players available who would be 

repared to play in Division Two. 

e problem is that very few Divi- 
sion Two clubs have sufficient aver- 
age attendance figures and income 
to enable them to pay these willing 
players Division-One type wages. 

Previously, transter monies 
received when selling their hetter 
players to higher division clubs 
would have balanced out the equa- 
tion. But this money is now being 
paid instead in wages ta the fareign

at explains why market forces 
have intervened and transfer fees 
demanded by clubs selling to lower 
division clubs have dramatically 
reduced. 

There are exceptions to all of the 
above situations of course. I would 
not describe Monsieur Cantona as 
being mercenary. 

An added twist to this tale will 
probably come into effect next sea- 
son. English players will also be free 
agents at the end of their contracts 
once over the age af 24, 

The likely situation is that young 
players will sign å long term con- 
tract with their original club when 
ehanging from youth team status to 
senior professional at the age of 18. 

All of these changes mean that 
our full time youth team which com- 
menced only 18 months ago will 
become the focal point of the future 
of the club. 

If we do not produce at least a 
half of the senior squad via our own 
youth policy we will not remain in 
business. 

One very beneficial effect of this 
great upheaval is that to good young 
Player the Wanderers youth team 

ll be a more attractive proposition 
compared to joining big clubs like 
Chelsea or Arsenal. 


The larger clubs are currently 
playing few plavers who have 
emerged from their own youth 
development system as they are fill- 
ing up with foreign stars. 

herefore, unless a young hopeful 
is a budding Ryan Giggs he is more 
likely to ове to first team foot- 
Ва with Wycambe Wanderers than 
purs. 
If he turns out to have exceptional 
talent it will still be noticed by the 
bigger clubs and he will still be able 
to progress. I just hope that the next 
master Beckham/Neville/Heskey is 
currently being trained at our centre 
of excellence. 

Turning to other matters when 
Millwall came to town recently it 
was bottom entertaining ЊЕ. yt- 
tom won and came off the bottom 
whilst knocking top from the top. 

Great game, but played in front of 
only 4,500. Were you there? And 
what a difference 45 minutes can 
make.
